Golf couse study 
committee formed

Selectmen Monday night ap- 
pointed the charter membership of 
the Wilmington golf course com- 
mittee, which will hold its first 
public meeting this Monday. 
, The committee, officially 
known as the Municipal Golf 
Course and Recreation Area Feas- 
ibility Study Committee, now has 
14 members, plus a provision for 
a member of the school committee 
to join, if that body so chooses. 
The committee was formed by a 
. group of residents seeking to test 
the feasibility of building a muni- 
cipal golf course on town-owned 
and perhaps current private land 
‘located on Salem Street and bor- 
dering Interstate 93 and the town 
of Tewksbury. 
The school committee slot came 
after a motion from Selectman 
‘Michael McCoy, who expressed 
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concern that the space eyed by the 
golf course committee not be rul- 
ed out for use for a new school. 

McCoy’s point helped spark a 
small debate, fueled by two citi- 
zens with similar concerns who 
feel that the town should await the 
findings of a hired space needs 
consultant before going forward 
with any other studies. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
assured the audience that the 
town’s first priority would remain 
schools and public safety and 
making sure space needs and 
availability for each are explored. 
He further emphasized that no 
town funds will be spent on the 
golf course committee study. 

But the leading point of Caira’s 
reassurance ‘to those seeking to 
protect the interests of the school 
department came through the 
town meeting vote of the early

Out of the exuberance of a high 
school soccer season last fall came a 
sudden reminder of the often sad 
realities of life. One day, freshman 
Kara Irving was enjoying her 
inaugural varsity season, the next 
day there was a sign: Get Well Kara, 
made by her Wilmington High 
School teammates and displayed for 
the year’s final game. 

Just days before, on Oct. 28, 
doctors at Mass, General diagnosed 
Kara with Ewing's Sarcoma, a form 
of bone cancer. The sarcoma was 
discovered on a rib. 

Now, after nearly eight months of 
exhausting chemotherapy and radia- 
tion treatment, doctors were able to 
prevent the cancer from spreading 
and to zap it down to the size of the 
peanut. Her doctors then surgically 
removed the cancer and now Kara is 
pain free and 100 percent healthy. 
‘The cancer is gone from her body. 

Now, using Kara for inspiration 
on August 3 and 4, WHS girls soc- 
cer coach Sue Hendee will ride in 
her sixth Pan-Mass. Challenge Bike 
Ride, a 109-mile"trekeOver two days 
starting in Sturbridge “ahd finishing 
in Provincetown. * 

Hendee said she started this long 
bike ride to help raise money for the 
Jimmy Fund two years after her 
mother died of breast cancer. And 
every year since, she has raised at 
least $1,000 by being a part of the 
ride, which is the Jimmy Fund's 
single biggest fund-raising event.

“I was scared," Irving said. “I had 
a pretty positive outlook [that I was 
going to beat it] and so did the doc- 
tors, but they didn't know. But, I'm 
fine now - it's all gone - and I never 
want to go to a hospital again.” 

Still, she realizes the chance for a 
relapse is always there, a reality, 
like the cancer itself, she has come 
to terms with. She will have to get 
checked every five years as a pre- 
caution.

Irving said she underwent chemo- 
therapy immediately after she found 
out about the bone cancer, She said 
she went once every three weeks. 
She also said that she got sick from 
the therapy, which included having 
fevers for about five days after each 
therapy session. 

The therapy also weakened Irv- 
ing's immune system, leaving her 
susceptible to a variety of illnesses, 
But now she has just two more 
sessions of chemotherapy to under- 
go, and she no longer gets fevers. 

"It's not fun, believe me. Only the 
people who have gone through it 
know what's it's like," Irving said of 
the chemo. 

As for Hendee, she said, "I'd much 
rather ride 109 miles than to go 
through chemotherapy.”

Wilmington resident Brian 
Cunningham joined his teammates 
from Boston University's Solar 
Electric Vehicle (SEV) Team in 
New York City for the start of this 
year's Tour de Sol. Their car, 
named the Silber Bullet for former 
Boston University President John 
Silber, made its competition debut 
in the race which as held May 10 to 
17. The Silber Bullet was displayed 
at designated stops along the race 
route from New York City to 
Washington, D.C. 

Actual construction of the car 
began in March of this year, but 
planning and design started two 
year ago, according to Ricardo 
DeMatos, recent graduate and 
project manager. The Silber Bullet 
was build and garaged beneath the 
home stands at Boston University's 
Nickerson Field. DeMatos said 
“Introducing the car to the public is 
an opportunity to show the Boston 
University community the result of 
our hard work and to thank.those 
who have given’ us support 
throughout the project." 

The SEV Team spent two years 
raising the funds to cover the cost of 
building and racing the car. They 
raised more than $45,000 in cash 
and materials from private and 
corporate donors, including United 
Technologies Corporation, Dow 
Chemical Corporation, Ford Motor 
Company, and Chrysler/ Plymouth 
Jeep/ Eagle. 

The Silber Bullet runs on highly 
efficient nickel/cadmium batteries 
which power the car. It can reach 
top speeds of 130 mph, travel 300 
miles between battery charges and 
be operated during inclement 
weather. Boston University is the 
only collegiate team to use the 
advanced storage battery. SEV team 
member, Todd Pare notes, "Recent 
advances in battery technology have

About the time of the Civil War 
Wilmington had five schools, all 
with geographical names, North, 
East, South, West and Center. The 
home of Bill Hen Two was about 
half a mile distant from the West 
School. 

The teacher in that school was 
Lizzie J. Harnden, a member of a 
well known Wilmington family. But 
she lived in Tewksbury. 

There came, in the 1870s a couple 
of very cold winters. The Carter 
farm proved to be.a place which was 
warmer than the school. Lizzie 
Harnden moved her classes, as a 
temporary measure, to a place that 
was warm. f 

On September 30, 1879, Lizzie 
Harnden became Mrs. William 
Henry Carter. She was the second 
wife of Bill Hen Two. She died 
April 1, 1884, 25 years and 11 
months old, 

Bill Hen Two took another bride 
on May 13, 1885. She was of an old 
Wilmington family, Clara A.

own family members; 
overcrowding households all lead to 
physical abuse of the elder.

The call came at about 10 am 
. last Friday . A team of 
_ Stunt flyers would be at 
Hanscom Air Force Base in 
Bedford for the weekend, and 
offered to take one representa- 
tive from Middlesex East up in 
an old-fashioned biplane while it 
does its death-defying tricks. 
The editor took the call, quickly 
agreed to send someone into 
harm's way in the name of his 
publication’s readership, and 
promptly headed off to the com- 
pany golf outing. This reporter 
became the chosen one. 

The Red Baron Biplanes, 
red by Red Baron Frozen 
Pizza (sold locally in supermar- 
kets), made a special appear- 
ance this past weekend at 
Hanscom Field, allowing locals 
the chance to both look at and 
fly in the red and white, smoke 
trailing Stearman model A-75 
biplanes, while raising money to 
benefit Muscular Dystrophy 
research (from June 2-June 16, 
a portion of the proceeds from 
all Red Baron products sold in 
the area were donated, with a 

goal of raising about $1,500). 
The Red Baron Stearman 
Squadron is the only formation 
team flying authentic antique 
aircraft. The Super Stearmans 
that the squadron’s pilots fly 
have all been restored to a stan- 
dard configuration and modified 
for their current role as aerobat- 
ic planes. The modifications 
include 450 horsepower engines

(which more than doubles the 
original power), and fuel and oil 
systems to allow the planes to 
fly inverted. Smoke systems 
have been installed for shows, 
but the romantic character of 
the planes hasn’t been lost. 
Each plane’s cockpit is still 
open to the wind, and there are 
no radios for navigation on 
board. 

The Red Baron Stearman 
Squadron (which derives its 
name from the “real” Red 
Baron, Baron Manfred von 
Richtofen, who was famous dur- 
ing World War I for personally 
downing 80 Allied aircraft) 
began barnstorming the nation 
in 1979. Flying nine months of 
the year, the pilots have raised 
millions of dollars for children’s 
charities. The squadron has also 
won several awards for its pro- 
fessionalism and sho 

While the stunts these pilots 
perform are memorable, the 
planes themselves are no less 
impressive to the eye. Built in 
the 1930’s-40’s, the Stearman A- 
7 was conceived as a trainer to 
prepare the pilots of the United 
States Army and Navy. 
Originally built by the Stearman 
Aircraft Company, production 
was soon switched over to the 
Boeing Aircraft Company 
(maker’s of today’s jet liners) to 
keep up with wartime demand. 
More than 10,500 of the planes 
were and were known 
in the Army as PT-13.0r PT-17 
Kaydets. 

Making 12 or so flights a day 
can be tedious, but the pilots say 


they never get tired of taking 
people up for a ride. 

“I never get tired of it,” said 
Tom Womack, who began ying 
for the Red Baron 
1992 after accruing over ie 
hours of flying time in over 115 
types of aircraft. “I love an 
ducing people to this 
ing, because it shows at 
a beautiful ride an airplane 
give you. There's nothing like an 
open cockpit anymore, And it’s 


nice that we're able to raise _ 
money for charities like Mus- . 


cular Dystrophy.” 

When | arrived at the airfield, 
I was quickly told that the flying 
conditions were excellent, and 
that the pilots were performing 
the full aerobatic show for those 
guests that wanted to experience 
it. The indecision in both my 
brain and my belly must have 
shown on my face, because Red 
Baron press relations man Jim 
Fedderson said, “If our public 
relations woman Sherri 
Edwards can go through the 
show, you can.” My masculinity 
having been sufficiently chal- 
lenged, I awaited my flight. 

After a quick call to the life 
insurance agent to make sure 
my policy was all paid up, I 
walked with pilot Steve Elm (a 
former U.S. Air Force Jet Figh- 
ter Pilot with 3,000 hours of fly- 
ing time who owns his own 
Stearman) towards the plane, 
climbed up onto the left wing, 
ond pulled myself, up and into 

the open cockpit.
